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Preface. 

Lorsqu'en D^cembre 1876 je mis la derniere main au 4e vo- 
lume de „Enumeratio" de Siebke, c'etait avec le sentiment que 
cet ouvrage si pr^cieux pour moi, doublement pr^cieux parce que 
par Ik il m'6tait possible de poser un monument glorieux en com- 
memoration de notre entomologiste si distingu^, mais si peu ap- 
pr6ci6, ne verrait son achevement que dansun avenirassez^loign^. 
Sans compter que ma sph^re d'action avait 6t6 reWgu^e k ce re- 
coin du monde, je dois ajouter, ainsi que je Tai fait observerdans 
la pr^face, combien il ^tait k d^sirer que la continuation fut re- 
tard^e quelque temps, attendu qu'il fallait des recherches plus 
approfondies, notamment dans les r^gions arctiques, avant de 
pouvoir utilement entamer les hym^nopteres, travail que j'envi- 
sageais avec quelque souci, mes propres connaissances n'6tant pas 
k la hauteur de cette tache, de sorte que je n'etais pas a meme 
de reviser avec la critique n^cessaire les manuscrits et collections 
memes de Siebke et de tirer parti des eclaircissements que je pou- 
vais puiser dansd'autres sources. Toutefois, enme rendant compte 
de la port^e du travail commenc^ par Siebke et continu^ par moi 
comme la premiere 6num6ration r^unie des insectes de la Norv^ge, 
la premifere tentative d'acqu6rir une place pour Tentomologie 
jusqu'k pr^sent si n^glig^e parmi nous. j'ai compris Timportance 
d'achever aussitot que possible cette base pour servir de fonde- 
ment et de point de d^part a des ouvrages ult^rieurs et plus 
sp^ciaux. Je crois donc pouvoir justifier la continuation de cet 
ouvrage avec les mat^riaux actuellement existants, d'autant plus 
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IV 

que j'ai re^u des contingents tres pr^cieux de la r^gion sud-est 
de la Norv^ge et de la montagne de Dovre par mon infatigable 
ami, Mr le candidat Sch0yen, en meme temps que pendant mes 
excursions entomologiques dans le diocese de Troms0, j'ai con- 
stamment recueilli des hym^nopteres, par lesquels la faune a 4te 
enrichie de plusieurs especes. Par la bienveillance de Mr le Pro- 
fesseur Thomson a Lund, qui a bien voulu fixer toutes les espe- 
ces difficiles, service dont je lui adresse mes meilleurs remerci- 
ments, j'ai ^galement pu tirer parti de mes collections assez nom- 
breuses de Bergen et de Hardanger. Par des raisons importantes, 
dont je vais rendre compte, le 5« volume parait en 2 livraisons avec 
un intervalle encore ind^termine, quelque d^sirable qull eut 6te de 
voir publier les hym^nopteres dans une seule et meme enum^ra- 
ration. D'abord le manuscrit sur les ichneumonides est tres in- 
complet de la main de Siebke, ensuite il existe dans les coUec- 
tions des autres entomologistes norv^giens ainsi que dans les miennes 
des materiaux considerables, non encore determin^s, dlchneumons 
qui doivent necessairement etre compris pour compl^ter les 
annotations de Siebke; mais chacun conviendra sans doute 
que les ichneumonides presentent des difficult^s plus grandes 
qu'aucun autre ordre des insectes, et pour venir a bout des ma- 
t^riaux existants je suis force de recourir h, Tassistance d^autorit^s 
^trang^res dont cependant, par suite de mon isolement du reste 
du monde scientifique, il ne m'est pas facile de profiter. II me 
faudra d'ailleurs un sejour prolonge dans la capitale pour ^tudier 
les collections de Siebke ainsi que les autres collections qui s'y trou- 
vent et pour tirer parti des sources litteraires qui me sont inac- 
cessibles ici. Mais, avant d'en arriver la, il sepassera longtemps: 
je n'ai donc pas cru devoir retarder davantage Timpression du 
manuscrit que j'ai dejk achev^ il y a quelque temps. 

Cette premiere livraison renferme „Hymenoptera phytophaga"^ 
avec 204 especes et „H, aculeata^^ avec 266 especes; la 2« li- 
vraison se composera de la grande tribu des ichneumonides. Pour 
ne pas d^ranger Phomog^neite de Pouvrage j'ai observ^ la meme 
forme et le meme plan que ceux des premiers fascicules; la syno- 
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ii]rinie est un peu plus compl^te que dans le manuscrit de Siebke; 
cependant j'ai ^vit^ toute longueur comme peu convenable k un ou- 
vrage de cette nature. Les propres observations de Siebke de ses 
nombreuses excursions dans la r^gion sud-est de la Norv^ge en 
forment le noyau, auquel il faut ajouter le pr^cieux contingent 
pr6cit6 de Mr Scheyen (notamment des contr^es d'Odalen, de 
Gudbrandsdalen et de Dovre, ainsi qu'en partie de nos r^gions 
arctiques). Mes observations k moi sont tir^es de Bergen, de 
Hardanger, des forges de Nses pr^s d'ArendaI, ainsi que du dio- 
cese de Troms0. De plus j'ai compris tout ce que MM. Zetterstedt, 
Dahlbom et Thomson ont mentionn^ sur la Norv^ge. 

Enfin, pour faciliter Pusage des volumes d6jk publi^s du pr^- 
sent ouvrage j'ai ajout^ un index alphab^tique provisoire des noms 
de famille qu'on y rencontre. Lors de Pachevement d^finitif de 
Touvrage j'ai rintention de reproduire cet index en le compl^tant.
